David Lloyd-George Introduces His 
Long Promised Scheme of State In- 
surance—A small Weekly Assess- 
ment Protects the Working Class

London.—The long promised scheme 
of state insurance against wnemploy- 
ment, sickness and invalidity, intro- 
duced in the House “bf Commons re-! 
cently by David Lloyd-George, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, was received 
with an extraordinary chorus. of ap- 
probation by all parties in parliament 
which must have greatly astonishe 
that much excited member.

GERMANY AND CANADA 


lTEUTONS LOOKING FOR TARIFF 


. AGREEMENT WITH CANADA 


Newspapers of London Maintain that 
Germany Wants to Arrange Reci- 
Procity Agreement with Canada, 
but German Papers Geny This— 
Further Stated That an Under- 
standing Has Been Reached.

Tt is 
true thet when the last tariff arrange- 
ment with the Dominion was effected 
in February, 1910, it was planned to 
renew the negotiations at no distant 
date for a definite treaty but it was 
by both sides that such 
negotiations could cnly begin after 
Canada had regulated her tariff rela- 
tions with the United States. As The 
Mail has circulated these reports and 
as these from Ottawa emanate from 
English sources, it is pinin that the 
only object is to interfere with and to 
disturb the development of the Ger- 
man-Canadian relations. 


The Mail’s Berlin correspondent 
also adds that all thease assertions, 
however, cannot obliterate the fact 


that the last two weeks have witness- 
ed a definite renewal of German ac- 
tivity in the direction of “approach- 
ing’ Canada. 

The Standard’s Berlin correspon- 
dent wires that an understanding has 
been arrived at between Canada and 
Germany, and negotiations for a reci- 
procal commercial treaty shall take 
place after Canada’s commercial rela- 
tions with the Wnited States have 
been regulated by ihe treaty now in 
sieht. When the tariff war between 
Canada and Germany terminated last 
vear, then both governments agreed 
that it was desirable to bring about a 
ree’procity commercial pact in the 
near future. At that time the Cana- 
dian and German governments con- 
curred in the view that negotiations 
for a German-Canadian commercial 
treaty could not ensue until reci- 
procity hed been established between 
Canada and the United States.
